Farmers and Others Influenced to 
Buy the Firm's Bonds. 



Indianapolis, Ind., May SO.— The af- 
fairs of the Northwestern Farm Invest- 
ment Co. continue to excite grave spec- 
ulation. It la reported on (food author 
ity that suit will be brought by some 
of the holders to test the validity of 
the bonds, and persons known to u 
sponsible for their existence Friday 
found it prudent to call in legal advice.

Samuel Taylor, a real estate broker, 
of this city, was approached by one of 
the Starbucks and asked to handle the 
bonds of the Northwestern Co Star- 
buck explained the scheme, in sub- 
stance that it was to acquire a vast 
tract of land in North Dakota which 
could bo had at figures ranging from »3 
to * ft per acre. The owner of the land 
was to receive for such land half the 
crops raised .on them each year, 
and Starbuok claimed that the other 
half of the crop would in one year 
amount to Uie entire purchase price, 
and in this way the land would belong 
to the company without expenses.
